MUSCATIXE, Ta-. Nov. C.—The re- 


cent deduction of the UniU'd States 
biological station at I'airport, eight 
miles above here, on the MJssi^ippI 
river, makes the expenditure of J150,- 
000 by the government in developing 
the pearl button Industry. 


It was In 1S90 that John F. Docpple, 


in whose memory a tablet was erected 
at Fairport, discovered that the fresh 
water mussel might be utilized in the- 
manufaclurc of pearl buttons. Ills dis- 
covery was followed by the invention 


• of button-cutting1 machinery and a de- 
velopment of this new Industry which 
invested H with a romance found in 
but few lines of business aclivity. 


The scores of factories which sprang 


up in Muscatine and later were started 
in other cities brought about a deple- 
tion of the shell beds of the Mississippi 
and tributary sireams, and with the 
extinction 
of 
the 
whole 
industry 


threatened, the attention 
of science 


was drawn to the problem. 


At the University of Missouri George 


Ijefevre and "W. C. Curtis, professors 
of biology, discovered that the mussel 
was a parasitic growth, and, further, 
that it was necessary for the embryo 
clam to atlach itself to tlic gills or 
fins of a. flsh for a period of ten days 
before H could resume its normal de- 
velopment They found, also, that the 
embryo mussels, or glochidia. as they 
are known in the scientific world, had 
preferences as to the variety of fish 
lo which they 
would 
alliich 
thcm- 


An industry in which hundreds of 


thousands of dollars were invested and 
upon which thousands of people were 
dependent for a livelihood was threat- 
ened, and Uncle Sam was appealed to. 
To the bureau of fisheries was assign- 
ed the problem of conserving the mtta- 


. sel shell and the' button industry, 


The Falrporl station was established 


and in June, 1910, experimental work 
' "was begiin. In 1912 tbe practical work 
"of mussel propagation was beliiff car- 
ried on extensively. 
The station Is 


under the direction of Dr. K. E. Coker, 
"who has supervision of Ihe resident 
staff of a dozen or more scientists and 
a number of field workers who assist 
in propagation, work along many in- 
Jand streams. 
The propagalion work 


is not confined lo Ihe. .Falrport region, 
for parties operate on all of the rivers 
which In the past have been "the scene 
,of shelling opcraliona. These parties 
seine the rivers and sloughs for fish, 
infect them with the baby clams by 
the thousand and turn 
them loose 


again.

Downy mildew—This Is a 
fungus 


disease affecting the 
cucumber plan* 


principally through the leaves. It at- 
tacks the old leaves in the centre of 
the plant first, and from there pro- 
gresses outward, the young leaves a 
the tips of the branches living long- 
est. 
It causes first 
n, yellowing of 


the leaves and faintly defined angu- 
lar spots, bordened by veins. • These 
become more distinct as the disease 
progresses, and if 
the 
weather Is 


moist ihe underside of the spots may 
be 
1 • tinged with purple. 
The disease 


spreads slowlyln bright weather, but 
in cloudy, humid weather often 
de- 


velops with the greatest rapidity, 
that 
fields 
quickly 
become 
as If 


scorched by fire. 
The fungus lives 


through the winter in Florida and 
probably spreads northward each sum- 
mer. There is. also good evidence that 
It lives over in greenhouses, 
which 


may later become centers of local epi- 
demics. The cucumbers which develop 
after the disease has attacked 
the 


vines are usually of inferior Quality. 
Tt- is exceptional for this disease to 
be severe so far north as Michigan, 
and it :nay not recur again for some 
time. 
On the other hand, it is possi- 


ble that if weather conditions favor it. 
it may be equally severe another sea- 
son. 


Anlhracnose—This disease appears as 


circular brown spots from one-fourth 


one-half inch in diameter on the 


leaves of cucumbers and melons. These 
spots at first have white centers, but 


the later stages become dead and 


often tear, leaving- holes In the leaves. 
They are distinguishable from the an- 
gular spots of the downy mildew ex- 
cept which the latter have grown very 
slowly.

''Tho palh of the total eclipse of the 


aun,

the Crimea to Armenia. I had though 
of seeing" it from the1 latter region 
but -finally decided iipon Russia. 


•"Wo sailed from New York on Jul> 


:4 and after stopping at Rotterdam 
landed at Port of I-ibau, Russia. Riga 
east oi :this port, was . the 
neares 


place on. the 715-mile belt In'which the 
eclipse could be seen, but .since a 
large number of-the 40. or more par 
ties which 'had come to Russia ha< 
located, there I thought it advisable 
to seek some other location, .as w 
might all be caught In a cloudy bel 
and thus be unable to see tho eclipse 
So, leaving my instruments there, we 
went on to St. .Petersburg. 


''There, through tho chief observer 


of .the imperial observatory, I received 
an invitation to make my observalloi 
from the private estate of a. Colone 
Graves Stavldly, 
near 
Kaminka, in 


Kiev. 
There was already great ex- 


citement In St. Petersburg over' the 
Balkan situation, and soon after we 
started for Kiev, tho order for mob- 
ilization came. We reached Kiev safe- 
ly, but there we received a message 
from the, cglonel saying that he 
called to St Petersburg and asking us 
to 'await his return, as the mobiliza- 
tion was expected to last but a short 
time. 
We never saw him again. 


"Kiev was an important mobilization 


point for South Russia, and at ono 
time there was said to have been near- 
ly 1,000,000 men In nud about the city. 
As* a consequence railroad trafiic was 
totally interrupted, . and my Instru- 
ments, which I .had ordered shipped lo 
me from Llbau, did not arrive.

;bas held both branches—and by a workable margin; Massachusetts still 
sends four democratic representatives.

"We sailed from New York on July 


4 .and .after stopping at Rotterdam 
landed at Port of Llbau, Russia. Riga

place oh the 7S-mlle belt In which tho 
ecllpso could ;be seen, but slnco a 
large number-of the 40 or more par 
ties which had come to Russia ha< 
located there. I thought It advlsabl' 
to seok some other location, as w- 
might all be caught in a cloudy be! 
and thus be unable to see the eclipse 
So, leaving niy instruments there, w< 
went on to St. Petersburg-. 


"There, through the chief observer 


of the Imperial observatory, I receivec 
an Invitation to make my observation 
from the private estate of a. Colone' 
Graves Stavidly, 
near 
Katnlnka, 
ii: 


Kiev. 
There was already great ex- 


citement In St. Petersburg over the 
Balkan situation, and soon after \vo 
started for Kiev, the order for mob- 
ilization came. Wo reached Kiev safe- 
ly, but there wo received a message 
from tho colonel saying that ho wa: 
called to St Petersburg and asking us 
to await his return, as the mobiliza- 
tion was expected to last but a short 
time. 
We never saw him again. 


''Kiev was an important mobilization 


point for .South Russia, and at ono 
time there was said to have been near- 
ly 1,000,000 men In and about the city. 
As a consequence railroad traffic was 
totally Interrupted, and my Instru- 
ments, which'i had ordered shipped to 
me from Llbau, did not arrive. 
As 


[ had no way of ascertaining when 
they were liable to come, I set about 
making an .Instrument of my own. 


"I found a good photographic lens 


n Kiev, which had been manufacture" 
>y an Englishman some 30 years ago 
and set about making my own obscrv- 
ng- camera. 
It was well that I did 


so, for tho Instruments .did not arrive 
from the coast until the evening be- 
'oro tho eclipse,-and as It was too 
ato to adjust them, they were not 
even unpacked. 


"After being In Kiev n. week wo re- 


clevcd- an Invitation from a Count 
Bobrinsky to photograph the eclipse 
rom 
Ills estate at Kemla, about a 


lundrcd miles south of Kiev, Tho es- 
ato Is one of (be largest In Russia, 
lonslstlng of over 170,000 acres. 


"The mansion .was tlio largest I ever 


:aw. I paced It on" one day and found 
hat It xvas more than 600 feet long. 
On one of the firm tiled porches of 
his house • I set up the Instrument. 
Vhllc we wore directly in the centre 
f tho path, wo were unfortunate in 
hat a bank of clouds extended over 
hat section of Russia at the hour of 
he eclipse, whllo most of the other, 
>olnts of observation had a clear sky. 


1 was able, however, to take several 
photographs showing the solar corona 
quite plaln'ly-

"The eclipse over, 
our 
next 
con- 


cern was to find a route home. 
At 


Kiev wo knew nothing of what was 
going on except as a chance traveler 
came through from tho 
west.

as usually taken.

there we went to St. Petersburg-, now_ • 
Petrograd, OH one of the finest trains 
I have ever ridden upon. 


Russian railway travel Is about tho

More- 
over the ordinary coach Is far mora 
comfortable than our Pullman 
cars. 


The only fault I have to find is that, 
they are slow.

It, but It is very expensive. 


"Once in Petrograd the next prob- 


lem was to reach England to taka 
passage for the United States. 
Wo 


considered going by way oC Archan- 
gel and tfie Arctic ocean route, faf 
to the north where there was no dan- 
ger of niluos, but this route was llabla 
to become blocked by Ice. We finally 
learned that we could- reach Stock* 
holm by boat from Rauma In Finland, 
and secured places on a train running1 
to that port. We

"From Rnunia an old pilot ran tha

The news of the discovery of the 


first case of the disease in the state 
came within a few hours after Fred 
V. Wallier, state commissioner of ani- 
mal industry, had ashed the papers to 
nrgfl upon cattle owners the necessity 
of reporting immediately any suspic- 
ious symptoms. 


Dr. H. B. Paige, Boston inspector of 


the Bureau of Animal Industry at Am- 
herst, telegraphed Mr. Walker early 
3'cstorday afternoon that he "felt cer- 
tain of the existence of the foot and 
mouth discuse amonpr the cattle on tho 
premises of George Henry." 


He added that everything had been 


put under strictest quarantine on the 
farm of Mr. Henry, who is a widely 
known cattle dealer. 


Later in the afternoon Mr. Walker 


received word that cattle 
bought 
at 


auction in Snnderland by A. M. Bcggs, 
a prominent cattle dealer of Bclcher- 
lo\vn. were known to have come re- 
cently from western New York, one of 
the centers of the epidemic, and were 
suspected of having Hie disease. Mr. 
Walker gave orders for

riuarantlnc of these animals and said 
that ho would leave Boston early to- 
day for Amhei-st and Sundcrland." 


"That is the. awful danger of 
the 


disease, the. fact that It is so highly 
Infectious," said Mr. Walker. 
"It Is 


disseminated so easily, not only hy 
cattle oars and stable utensils, but also 
by persons who have been near infect- 
ed animals. Even driving cattle over 
roads previously traversed by catlle 
suffering from the disease may cause 
infection." 
To Kill Infected Cattlo 


Commissioner Watker added lhat he

The epidemic of TH02, which caiHe at

If is !iof a long way to 101U, politically speaking, but a great many 


unforeseen things tray happen between now and then. An analysis of the 


.figures of Tuesday's elections find a knowledge of political history may 
reveal in some measure what may be expected in national politics at the 
rest presidential election. 


At the outset one is apt to regard the recent democratic loss as a 


rebuke to the administration, but investigation reveals I bat the cause must 


be sought in some olher direction. 
Since the Civil war the party in power, 


whether republican or democratic, lost in an of? year without exception, 


sometimes losing its majorities in the bouse and senate and always losing 


in the number of its representatives. 
The democratic loss a few days 


ago is slight indeed as compared with the republican loss four years ago 


when, a strongly republican congress became more strongly democratic. 
Based on the latest returns, (he democratic majorily in I lie house mil 


be at least 23 and the majority in:tbe senate will be 14. President Wilson 
has held both brandies—and by a workable margin; Massachusetts still 


sends four democratic representatives. 
Thus instead of being a party 


collapse the reduction in democrnfic representation is comparatively slight. 


Without doubt, tariff revision helped to injure the democrats all over 


the country, but the wonder is that the opposition was not revealed more 


Etronely. With the exception of (he year after the passing of the Dinglcy 


tariff bill, the campaigns following any change in the tariff Inws saw a 


popular repudiation of the responsible party. 
Whether the tariff change 


be for good or evil it has a disturbing effect on general business con- 


ditions, and no party can expect to stir up even a temporary disorgan- 


ization of business without suffering loss. It is to be hoped that, in future, 


no party will undertake to revise the entire tariff at once, wheiber upward 


or downward. 
Better that the lariff be taken out of politics completly 


and turned over to a competent non-partisan commission empowered to 


change ii schedule by schedule as it may seem desirable. 
Complete re- 


vision of the tariff, no matter how well performed or bow just, tends 


in a temporary demoralization of business tlmt is not good for the 


greatest confidence In her navy—ad- 
mittedly smaller than that of England 
—ov/Injr to more effective guns. No 
events of the waj- wlil be watched moro 
closely throughout the world In future 
than any naval engagement between 
Germany and one of (he allies. If 
the 


German naval guns bo what they ore 
claimed to be. tho allies will find her 
much more powerful than they had 


country. 


The heaviest republican gains were in Xe\v York, Illinois and Penn- 


sylvania. In these districts, local interests played " prominent part and 


the result cannot justly be ascribed to the nntionnl administration. Prob- 
ably the most remarkable personal issue of (he entire election was tho 


repudiation of Roosevelt in New York. 


This brings HE to ihe question of progressive defection, to which the 


democratic loss was due more than to the administration policies. 
It 


will be seen by a study of stale figures that our democratic candidates 


in practically every instance increased their vote of a year ago. 
This does 


not indicate a loss of confidence in democratic government as much as it 
indicates a return of the progressives to the republican fold. 
It is difficult 


to see at present how the progressives can ever regain their strength, but 
possibly they would rally again in some degree to. the call o£ Roosevelt 


iu 1310. There is a tendency among republicans to choose Whitman of 


New York as the most acceptable possibility for the, presidency two years 


hence. He.woald be a strong candidate undoubtedly, but, as we remarked 


in opening, a great many unforeseen things majj happen between now 


and then.

Since taking over the reins of national government, the democrats 


have achieved the greatest amount of radical legislation in our history 


and. in doing it, have managed to retain their bold on congress. 
This is 


more significant than the, fact that they lost representation to.somf) de-

mouth disease which Is ravaging hal 
a dozen states. 
The disease Is th 


most infectious and deadly of any tlia 
attacks cattle, and the government I 
continually on the lookout to 
against It.

not heretofore appeared fio strongly a 
at the present time. To

from spreading all Infected cattle ar. 
Immediately slaughtered, and 
In thi 


case of private herds the discovery o 
ono beast with the disease means the 
Killing of the lot. The closing of th' 
Etockyards will stop tho dally ship 
ment of about 100,000 head or caltle 
will hamper the meal Industry to th' 
extent of a. million dollars a day and 
will throw 35,050 employes out of work 
In all probability It will also result In 
higher meat prices, as prices have 
gone up for far less logical reasons in 
the- past. If the government Is suc- 
cessful, in Its eradication methods, the 
stock yards will open iti nine or ten 
days. 


According to the federal department 


of 
agriculture the present oulljrcaV 


of the foot and mouth dlsc-nsc Is the 
worst ever known In this country. Its 
effect on the food supply cannot be 
forecasted for a week. 
The cost of 


eradicating It will be enormous and 
.It is expected that congress will be 
asked for a special appropriation. The

York, 


Maryland, Indiana, Michigan, Illinois 
and Pennsylvania. 
Shipments from 


these slates arc absolutely prohibited 
and cattle cannot
